NAVAHO RUG MYSTERY 


Many of the mysteries of Nava- 
ho blanket weaving have consist- 


ently baffied experts, just as have 
the activities of the Navaho medi- 
cine men and the intricacies of 
their religious ceremonies. 

It seems probable that the Nava- 
hos acquired the art of weaving 
from the Pueblo Indians; for un- 
til comparatively recent years 
they were an agricultural people 
and not a sheep raising, wool- 
weaving people. But although they 
may have been taught the art by 
wome other tribe, they have now 
become the great rug and blanket 
specialists of all the Indian tribes. 

The women do the weaving; and 
the feature of their weaving that 
distresses the experts is their pe- 
culiar habit of carrying the pat- 
terns of their rugs entirely in their 
heads and weaving them with al- 
most perfect symmetry without 
ever measuring distances, consult- 
ing a chart or getting any sort 
of inspiration except that which 
might come from looking up and 
speaking Warshly to a sheep every 
little while. 

Some of the Navaho rug patter 
are extremely intricate—a fac 
which frequently isn't realised by 
the paleface unti!] he essays to copy 
ft with colored chalks. Yet the

Half a century in Los Angeles helping it rise to greatness and see- 


ing it grow from less than 7000 to more than 1,100,000 population has 
provided Jackson A. Graves, president of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 


National Bank, with a great wealth of memory as well as more sub- 


stantial. returns. 


Mr. Graves has just completed a compilation of data 


concerning legal cases in which he participated from 1876 to 1903, 
during which time he was an attorney, and going through the pages 
of the compilation conjures up for him long-forgotten doings of old 


times. 

In his two score and ten years 
here the city, always like the Cos- 
sack of the song, has gone onward. 
Mr. Graves, now in his seventy- 
second year, is so much impressed 
by the virility of all the elements 
combining to make this country 
what it is that he raised his hand 
prophetically and declared: 

“Mark now what I say: The

000 acres. 


GOT LAND FROM SPAIN 

Some of the  property-owners 
Mr. Graves said, their 
lands by virtue of grants from 
Spain before sovereignity had 
passed from that country to the 
United States. Every once in a 
while, he said, a lot of persons 
would get the idea into their heads 
that those grants were no good 
and the squatters would flock onto 
the properties. 

“I advised my clients,”’ said Mr. 
Graves, “to take the squatters by 
the nape of the neck, load their be- 
longings into a wagon and’ dump 
them off. It worked. But one 
man sued for damages. He lost 
his case. The squatters always 
lost where the commission es- 
tablished by Congress for the pur- 
pose had passed upon and found 
good the original Spanish grants.” 

In the early days, Mr. Graves 
said, farmers were often involved 
in ‘itigation over the water 
streams. He gaid the farmers 
would fall out over acquisition of 
the water and then go to court for 
distribution. Mr. Graves’s firm han- 
ng much of this sort of litiga- 
tion. 

Mr. Graves handled more than 
seventy-five cases wing out of 
the failure of the Temple and 
Workman Bank in Los Angeles in 
1875. He said the og ee nev- 
er recovered a cent of their loss-s. 
It was the only bank fallure of 
any consequence that ever oc- 
curred in Los Angeles, Mr. Graves 
said, and for years no depositor 
has lost a cent through the closing 
of any bank here.

Czecho-Slovakian women, working for a penny a day; skilled 
workers in Vienna, receiving four dollars a week; skilled building 
trades craftsmen in Berlin, working for six dollars and ¥ cents a 
week; laborers in France, receiving less than ten cents an hour, are 
suffering from the depression of post-war conditions.

The average wage of a worker in London is greater than that paid 
to a worker in any other city in Europe. The average wage of a worker 
in New York is considerably more than twice that paid in London. 
Commodities, on the whole, are cheaper in Europe than in this country, 
but not sufficiently lower to represent in any respect the vast difference 
between wages paid in this country and abroad. 

It is true that a wage-earner in Europe could prosper on wa 
equivalent to those paid in the United" States, but only in the event that 
European prices were not correspondingly increased. A wage-earner

the very dawn of their history has 
been swept and despoiled by no- 
Mmadic r , holy wars and con- 
quering invaders. In the begin- 
ning, it was a land of e¢xtraordi- 
nary promise. Today its arid and 
treeless plateaus are places where 
even the elements are at war. 

Far back in m tradition the 
Armenians app d in that motley 
region of many“races between the 
Black Sea and the Caspian. During 
the third century the apostles, 
Thaddeus and Bartholomew, ap- 
peared among them and they be- 
came evangelized. There must 
have been some rare and attractive 
sPpeal about primitive Christian- 
sty to accomplish the almost in- 
stuntaneous conversion of a great 
land; such a widespread acceptance 
of a new and better faith ~— 

Thus, one of the first nations to 
build a culture became victim of 
the most horrible atrocities. Her 
people, surrounded by orienta! 
races, have been persecuted 
through the ages by Zoroasters and 
Moslems; and for 3000 years her 
once mighty kingdom has been 
chopped and rechopped among ri- 
val and antagonistic powers. 


REFORMS BLOCKED 
Germany, under Bismarck 
blocked Eurcpe’s first effort at 


concerted reform in the Near Bast. 
Up into modern times repeated at- 
tempts by international agreement 
failed to coerce Turkey*into allow- 
Armenia to express her race 
consciousness. Finally the great 
war revealed this small people, on 
the very threshhold of Christen- 
dom, 1,000,000 of them already 
lain by the .most unimaginable 
eruelty, still prey to Turkish “white 
massacres." mn allied powers 
ald. Autonomy was asked 
y. Armenia. 

Armeania's efforts toward auton- 
omy angered the Turks, so re- 
newed hatred drove them out of 
their homes, making them wander 
back and forth over the despoiled 
land, freezing in winter, athirst in

That is, vessels 
laden down with deported Greeks, 
dying like files with typhus, ty- 
phoid and smallpox, and unname- 
able ciseases. 

Thurber tells of eight Armenian 
orphan boys who vere arrested by 
the Turk Governor’ at Sivas. They 
were sentenced to be shot on «a 
charge of “attempting to escape” 
from the refugee camp. By the 
protest of Thurber and others, 
sentence was deferred.

Turkey Wopld be a kinder land 
for the wandering refugees if it 
had not been stripped of its gor- 
ests by vandals the early cen- 
turles. 

“There is no reason why this 
country should not be strewn with 
woodlands and her plains verdant 
with a resultant kinder rainfall,” 
an authority has written. 

“Patches of thin and miserable 
forest still struggle on the slopes 
of the passes. With these excep- 
tions and the valleys filled with 
sediment washed from naked hills, 
the land has been stripped as a 
result uf economic decline through 
the centuries. 

“The denuded plateaus and hills 
are a result of unchecked iicense 
through the ages on the part of 
triba) shepherds. Tartare, Turko- 
mans, Kurds, have destroyed the 
source of salulriousness and 
wealth. The plateaus are monot- 
onous in their jack of adornment. 
The winters are, severe, the sum- 
mers short ard very hot.” 

Drought, firods, plague, pesti- 
lence, famine, suffering and de- 
cline. This outlines the history of 
Asia Miror, a deforested iand. 
This, sala Thurber, is a prospect 
for our lan4, unless reforestation 
is begun. On looking upon the 
results of the San CGabrie) fire, 
Thurber says history is in the un- 
pleasant process uf repeating her- 
self in Califorria! 


BURROW IN HILLSIDES 

So this indestructible race, which 
spi'ngs frem pools of blood and 
ashes, wades through the heavy 
winter snowfall of an unbstanced 
Nature; and is driven in summer 
across sun-parched plains. The 
peasantry, with no fuel but hoard- 
ed dungcakes, burrow into the 
hillsides, where the dungeon-like 
walis protect them from both heat 
and cold. 

And in the cities, such as Siva, 
where stand ruirs of some of the 
world's greates’ architecture, the 
Seljak temples the Turks of to- 
day, lacking wood, build erude 
homes of mud brick. 

The Armenians have never lost 
their racial sentiment and religious 
faith. Though a vassal state, she 
has clung to a spiritual ideal while 
pagan foes have come and gone. 
Church and state, wedded, have 
withstood the sweeping hordes of 
Persians, Greeks, then Romans, 
Arabs and Ottomans. 

Their persistent struggie to sur- 
vive has bred a quality which mani- 
fests itself in undisturbed life as 
greed. Passive resistance has made 
the Armenian subtle. The eternal 
war of cross and crescent has 
made the Armenian, through ra- 
cial environment, shrewder than 


the Jew, say ethnologists. So, even | 


though they are an economic as- 
set to Turkey, their thrift has made 
them unpopular with the pleasure- 
loving Turk, adding fuel to the 
hatred of opposing creed. 
Although America is at a state 
of war with Turkey, actual warfare 
would mean mere exercise of re- 
venge on the. oppressors, many 
statesmen have maintained. Ameri- 


‘can philanthropy, instead, is block- 


ing the Moslem policy of destruc- 
tion with upbuilding charity.

That wae 
the explanation he received for his 
arrest. 


CONTRACTED FEVER 


At Selemie Barracks, Tkrurber 
contracted typhus and for weeks 
lay ill. Convales-ing, he directed 
his work from a wheelchair. An 
injury to hk leg developed infec- 
tion and Turkish doctors of Con- 
stantinople told him they must am- 
putate it before he could hope to 
sall for home. 

“I told them I would stay in 
Turkey with two legs before sailing 
home with one,” relates the adven- 
turovs worker, “and at length the 
wound healed.” 

A maternity ward wes main- 
tained in the stables of Selemie 
Barracks, where sometimes a dozen 
babies were born daily. A visiting 
| correspondent expressed astonish- 
ment that babies should be born 
in the reek of a stable. 
| “Our Christ was born in an Asih 
Minor stable 2000 years ago,” re- 
plied Thurber, “and the world does 
not pretend to be very much 
shocked about it.” 

GRASS IS EATEN. 


The barracks sheltered 11,000 
Greek refugees, who fied from Tur- 
key at the close of the Greek-Turko 
War in 1922. For his services ren- 
dered to these unfortunates the 
Greeks bestowed the decoration of 
the Cross of St. George upon Thur- 
ber. It was there, with nu supplies 
coming from America because of 
paralyzed shipping, that Thurber 
got permission to collect refuse 
from the American destroyers. 
Clover was cut and hauled to the

RIVERSIDE, Oct. 11.—That the 
work of water conservation in this 
portion of Southern California is 
having highly excellent and en- 
couraging results,ywas pointed out 
by Francis Cuttle to members of 
the Water Conservation Associa- 
tion at a meeting held here to- 
day. Cuttl- was re-electe4 as presi- 
dent, other officers also being re- 
turned for another year. . 

Despite the unusually dry year, 
water levels in the San Bernardino 
basin are higher than in 1920-21, 
seasons which followed a similarly 
dry period. In part, Cuttie’s re-

“The close of our fiscal year, 
September 30, 1924, discloses the 
fact that we have passed through 
another year of unusually light 
rainfall, the total amount being 
11.21 inches, about two-thirds of 
the average. Under these circum- 
stances it has been possible to

“It is very gratifying to note the 
condition of water levels in the 
seven wells selected for observa- 
tion in and around the San Ber- 
nardino basin.

/thig .section, Mr. Whitley bought 


30,000 acres of the Sacramento 
and 18,000 acres of the Estrella 
ranch. Only those portions lying 
nearest the river and the State 
highway were selected. Before long 
certain portions of Mr. Whitley's 
purchase will be turned over to 
selected agencies, to be sold to 
farmers and ranchers. 

Since making his purchase, Mr. 
Whitley has done a great amount 
of work in preparing the land for 
the coming of the farmer and 
rancher. Artesian wells have been 
sunk to furnish water for the level 
valley lands. The stuff up on the 
hills, where the marl adobe iz, 
gets along splendidly on the rain- 
fall. Twelve artesian wells have 
been developed and more are com- 
ing. Artesian water is struck at 
from 350 to 400 feet, giving a good 
natural flow. Reservoirs for stor- 
ing water are being built. 

Many miles of good graded dirt 
roads have been put if, making 
every parcel of land easily acces- 
sible. They say of Whitley that 
if he isn’t building roads he isn't 
satisfied. These new roads wind 
around the hills, up and down, into 
passes and out, and none of them

The general plan for farming 
the country will be to give the 


level valley lands over to irriga 
tion for alfalfa and dairying the 
principal line, with kindred crops, 
possibly cotton, and hogs on the 
site.

Considerable work has been done 


by Mr. Whitley in putting in dem- 
onstration crops. These include 
various varieties of corn, milo 
maise, grass, hay of us sorts 
and similar crops in th®®~valley 
lands. On the hills about 200 
acres of fruit of many kinds have 
been planted. The farmer’ who goes

With proper 
cultivation, however, the young 
trees have done wonderfully well. 
Adjoining the Whitley holdings,

During 
this period, the characteristic larval case 
which the worm. uses as a “home” may be 
easily found. It was in this stage that the 
pest was discovered in Ventura county. 


After a pupae period of sixteen to twenty 
days, the moth emerges, the recorded time 
of emergence being from May 9 to July 12. 
The average life of the adult is not long, 
averaging approximately five days, but dur- 
ing this time observers have recorded as 
high as 182 eggs being laid by moths in 
captivity. The eggs, which are laid on the 
under side of the leaf, hatch in from six to 
eight days, the young larvae beginning at 
once to feed upon the leaf surface. It is 
at this stage that the most successful con- 
trol may be accomplished by the use of a 
thorough arsenical spray. The most effec. 
tive spray period is from the first of Au- 
gust to the latter part of September. 


That the introduction of the case-bearer 
into this State might result in severe and 


as hampering the establishing of any great 
pecan acreages was evident to those famil- 
iar with history of the pest in States where 
it has gained a foothold. Immediately fol- 


the pest, a survey was made of all known 
pecan plantings to determine the extent and 
distribution of the insect. The task of 
making such a survey Was no small mat- 
ter, as it was found that several thousand 
trees had been brought into California dur- 
ing the last season. In Los Angeles county, 
over 2100 trees were found to have been 
planted on 42 different properties, in many 
cases the trees having been passed on to 
friends, relatives and neighbors, so the task 
of locating them was a very difficult one. To 
date, all the trees known to have been 
brought into Los Angeles county have been 
located with the exception of 15 trees which 
were sold by nurseries to cash buyers, no 
record of the transaction being kept. 

The office of the Los Angeles County Hor- 

ticultural Commissioner is still endeavor- 
ing to locate these 15 trees and any other 
pecan trees which may have been brought 
into the county during the last few years, 
of which there is no record. 
As the trees were located by the inspec- 
tors they were gone over carefully and the 
larval cases removed. At the same time 
notes were made as to whether the trees on 
adjoining properties were possible hosts of, 
the insect. In most instances, the pecan 
plantings were in close proximity to walnuts 
and it was decided to spray all host plants 
within a quarter of a mile of points where 
the case-bearer had been found on account 
of the possible chance that sothe moth had 
emerged, mated, and deposited its eggs on 
the near-by trees. 

The California Walnut Growers’ Associa- 
tion, seeing the vital necessity of not al- 


come established, offered to stand half of 
the cost of spraying, the Board of Supervis- 
ors of Los Angeles county making appropria- 
tion to cover the balance. Spray work start- 
ed about the middle of August and was fin- 
ished about September 20. During this pe- 
riod several hundred acres were sprayed, 
the small trees being done with hand equip- 
ment, and a power rig mounted on a truck 
chassis used on _the larger trees. Basic

was the pupa case found, showing that the 
moth had successfully emerged. In no two 
instances were pupa cases found in close

He 
cultivates his ground with a wheel hoe, ir- 
rigates with a hose, pulls up or cuts down 
the weeds, prunes his bushes and vines; in 
short, does everything that needs to be 
done from planting to potting, himself, at 
his own pace. And the plants respond

Putting the manure back on 
the soil means larger crops for future 
years. Lambs are economical feeders and 
can usually be bought for 8 to 9 cents per 
pound in the fAll and sold for 11 or 12 
cents in December or January. A — 
of 2 cents per pound will usually nét a 
reasonable profit, depending upon the cost 
of the feed. Western lambs make excellent 
feeders as they are usually well grown, 
thrifty and vigorous. In addition to a sav- 
ing in freight (it costs considerably less 
to ship a double-deck carload of lambs than 
it does to ship a carload of barley) the 
farmer who feeds his crops to live stock is 
a manufacturer as well as a producer, with 
two possible profits instead of one, while 
his farm loses little in soil fertility.” 


In connection with the “Better Sires— 
Better Stock” campaign conducted by the 
various States and the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, many farmers are 
disposing of inferior live stock and are re- 
placing them with better-bred animals. The 
reasons for the change are believed to be 
of interest to live-stock owners througho 
the country. 

Ohio leads all other States with 2874 far- 
mers participating in the “Better Sires— 
Better Stock” campaign. Kentucky is sec- 
ond with 2689, Virginia third with 2258, and 
Nebraska fourth with 1502 members.

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How a San Fernando Berry Grower is 
Winning Independence 


BY ELIZABETH BOSWELL 


AN FERNANDO.— HB. M. McRill of 
this community is a real “died-in-the- 
wool” farmer. He was born on a farm 

back in lowa, moved later to Arizona and 
there married a woman who also loved the 
ranch. Now there are four little McRills 
and there is nothing dull about country 
life for any of-them. They moved here from 
the Salt River Valley of Arizona in 1920 
and immediately purchased 14 acres of land 
on Haskill Avenue. This was bare land but 
it had been well cultivated at one time. 


Not being acquainted with market condi- 
tions, the first two years were lean ones 
for the McRili family. The neighbors were 
all going in strong on truek in that section 
in the spring of 1920, planting cabbage, let- 
tuce, rhubarb and other vegetables, and 
these new settlers made the mistake of 
planting the same things that all the neigh- 
bors were growing, 

The market that year was glutted. The 
produce men laughed in the face of a man 
who attempted to sell a cabbage and practi- 
cally all of the truck grown by the McRills 
that year had to be disked under. | 

But in the meantime they had planted 
about everything that would grow on their 
ranch. Five acres were set to grapefruit, 
several acres in grapes, 70 varities in all; a 


few oranges, lemons, plums and a few 


dozen each of blackberries, loganber- 
ries, red raspberries and some. black 
caps were put out. 

As the bush berries produced very well, 
the McRills decided to go in a little heavier 
on them and increased their acreage the 
next year, taking the plants from their own 
plantings and buying several other varieties 
that were recommended to them. Again 
they tried truck farming and again made a 
failure. 

Many of their neighbors. gave up ranch- 
ing.after several years of failure. The — 

r 
McRill went to work for a neighboring 
rancher in order to make a living for his 
fanfily. The crop of berries in 1923 con- 
vincéed them that berries could be made a 
profitable crop, and Mr. McRill, during his 
spare time, set out about five acres in all, 
mostly to the black cap raspberry. They 
had learned a valuable lesson from two

PEACH PACK LARGE 
HANFORD.—The feature of the peach 
harvest in Kings county this year was the 
unusually large pack a both clings and 
freestones by local canneries, the fruit com- 
ing not only from local orchards, but being 
shipped in from other parts of ‘the San 
Joaquin Valley. While there was a heavy 
setting of fruit in the spring, dry weather 
cut down the crop materially, so that it was 
only about 60 per cent of normal. The early 
varieties, such as Blbertas and Tuscans, pro- 
duced well, but the later varieties were not 
so productive... There were 10,000 tons of 
fresh peaches, cling and freestone, con- 
sumed by Kings county canneries this sum- 
mer.

Club Boys to Work for 
School Credits 


SIMI.—Early in the spring this year the 
State superintendent of schools, Will C. 
Wood, favorably considered the plan of hav- 
ing students work on farm projects, under 
supervision of the University and Farm Ad- 
visers, receiving credit in their schools for 


being made ready for service here by the 
Arizona Citrus Growers’ Company. It will 
have storage capacity for 17,000 field boxes 
of fruit and a packing capacity of 2000 boxes 
in nine hours, The box making machinery 
has the same capacity as the packing divi- 
sion. Last year’s pack made by this organt- 
zation was 300 carloads of oranges and 
grapefruit. The oranges, mainly navels, 
all went Bast last season, but the bulk of the. 
grapefruit shipments were to California as 
the eastern market is controlled by Florida 
fruit. 

This year, the prospects are held to be 
much better and the fruit will be of higher 
quality. Clayson grapefruit will be on the 
market here early in October. Marsh Seed- 
less, a more salable variety, will be shipped 
as early as November 1, about the time of 
the first shipment of Washington Navel or- 
anges. Most of the Navels were marketed 
by Thanksgiving time last year. This year 
each grapefruit will be stamped “Arizona 
Desert Sweet,” which has been adopted as a 
trademark by the company. The packing 
company now is a co-operative concern, with 
seventy-five members, headed by F. W. 
Avery, with Ide R. Miller as manager.

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Why the Delay? 
EMOVAL of the division of subtropical 
horticulture of the University of Call- 


fornia at Berkeley to Southern California 
Was strongly urged by representatives of 
chambers of commerce of evefy county in 
the Southland at a meeting called by the 
agricultural department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce the last week in Au- 
gust. Shortly thereafter, W. 8. Rosecrans, 
secretary of the Los Angeles County Farm 
Bureau, representing the commercial organt- 
gations named, appeared before the Regents 
of the University at Berkeley to state the 
case of the south. The university heads 
agreed to senda commission to this end of 
the State to investigate the situation and to 
give a décision upon the basis of the find- 
ings of that study. 


There is just about as much sense in giv- 
fing courses in subtropical horticulture in 
Berkeley as there would be in offering in- 
struction about the mosses and quick-grow- 
ing grasses that afford food for the Alaskan 
reindeer in some school in Southern Call- 
fornia. The place for subtropical courses is 
fn connection with the work of the Southern 
Branch of the University in Los Angeles— 
here in the south, where subtropicals grow. 
The plan of transferring the work to the 
Southland is in line with the policy of con- 
golidation and State-wide development as 
recommended by the Governor's Commis-" 
sion of Seven which investigated the work 
of colleges of agriculture throughout the 
East and Canada and of which A. C, Hardi- 
‘gon of Santa Paula, State Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration president, was head. It is favored by 
faculty members of the division itself, as 
well as by students in this branch of hor- 
ticultural activity. Common sense dictates 
the move; agricultural leaders are cham- 
pioning it. There should be an end to the 
entirely unnecessary delay about putting the 
thing over.

A Yucaipa Peach Orchard. 


Over a term of years apples are pretty sure 
to show as good an average as peaches, 
probably better they declare. The Yucaipa 
apple industry is young and has been born 
during a period of years showing a prevail- 
ing condition of uncertainty. It is quite 
possible that peaches can be profitably in- 
cluded in the family of Yucaipa fruits; but 
the apple is king here, and the apple 
growers believes that perseverance will 
establish it on as nearly a permanent basis 
of prosperity as that enjoyed by the older 
fruit industries of Southern California.

Getting Spring Pullets 
Into Production 


BY L. C. BOGGS, 
Extension Poultryman, University of Arizona 

TUSCON (Ariz.)—With eggs wholesaling 
at $15 per case and the price steadily in- 
creasing, no poultryman likes to see six- 
months-old pvullets loafing around eating 
high-priced feeds (which are also soaring 
in price) and not showing signs of laying in 
the very near future. In some cases where 
the pullets have not been properly de- 
veloped, they will need quite a good deal of

y time a pullet is months old 
she should be cons mg & regular ege pro- 
Guction ration, that is, egg mash, oyster 
shell and grit should be before her in a 


hopper at all times, with two feedings of 
scratch and one of green feed per day. If 
the birds are slow in maturing, it is a very 
good plan to supplement this regular feed 
with one feeding each afternoon, of a 
moist mash, just what they will clean up in 
about twenty minutes. Make it just moist 
enough to be crumbly, not sloppy, then be 
sure there is enough room at the troughs 
so that they can all eat at the same time. 
This prevents the more aggressive ones 
from driving out the weaker ones, which are 
the birds that need the food the most any- 
way. Moistening this mash with sour skim 


*| milk or buttermilk will add a great deal to 


the rate at which the birds will consume it 
and to the results obtained. 


As soon as pullets show signs of egg pro- 
duction, they should be dusted or dipped 
for lice and placed in a laying house that 
has beeh sprayed or painted thoroughly for 
mites and ticks. 


Some people seem to think that they do 
not have time or cannot afford to thorough- 
ly go over a chicken house with some good 
disinfectant in order to rid it of mites and 
ticks and to insure them a comfortable place 
to live and lay eggs. In sections of this 
State where poultrymen are most success- 
ful, some have gone to the trouble of tearing 
down wooden chicken houses that have be- 
come infested with mites and ticks, thor- 
oughly painting all sides ahd ends of each 
piece of lumber with some good disinfect- 
ant, and then rebuilding the house. These 
men are never bothered again as long as 
they use average precaution about keeping 
the roosts disinfected.. Some say it does 
not pay, but the men who mare tried it find 
it profitable. |

Parmar Army Man Likes 
The Heavy Birds 


By CHRISTING EMERY 

Having been stationed in various parts 
of the United States in the course of a long 
career in the Regular Army, Maj. T. C. Mar- 
tin of 538 Figueroa Drive, Altadena, had a 
better opportunity than comes to most per- 
sons to observe conditiéns in different sec- 
tions of the country where, on being re 
tired from the service for a physical dis- 
ability, he decided to seek some congenial 
outdoor occupation. Southern California 
was the place he thought of first, he says, 
when, after serving through the war as a 
lieutenant-colonel, he found a change from 
army life imperative. This section, he says, 
seemed to offer more than any other in 
the way of a comfortable, all-year-’round 
climate, with the attendant means of 
making a worth-while living from the soil. 
Here, - too, he declares, he believed he 
could find a constantly expanding market 
for whatever he might produce, 


“We have to make some quick decisions 
in the Army,” the former army man said 
the other day in telling over his experiences, 

“and I guess that helped me make up my 
mind over night to buy the place we have 
in Altadena. It was a good looking place, 
already well improved and established and 
it suited us. We ‘closed’ without any un- 
necessary delay. 


“That was three years ago and since that 
time Rosemaur has meant home to us in 
the fullest sense. 
stead, with the three acres of grounds set 
in citrus fruits and a general family or- 
chard. I had always been. interested in 
poultry and had kept a few hens whenever 
the opportunity presented itself, which 
wasn't very often. Soon after we came to 
live at Rosemaur I found that we had for a 
neighbor a man who was breeding a fine 
strain of Rhode Island Reds. That in- 
terested me at once and I bought some 
stock for a start in the poultry business. 
Later on’ I was equally lucky in finding 
some dark Cornish that looked especially 
good to me. | had always admired both 
breeds and felt that this good material 
was my best incentive, as well as my guar- 
antee of success. I built houses and ample 
runs for the fowls and made a start. 


“Our home is now right in the path of 
real estate expansion and several far- 
seeing reaitors have urged me to sell or 
subdivide a part of our acreage. That plan 
does not appeal to us, for we have four 
children who are growing up happy and 
healthy in this great out-of-door atmosphere. 
We have every advantage of toWn and 
country environment and will continue just 
as we are for some time to come. 

“Mrs. Martin is trying out a couple of 
settings of fall hatched turkeys and the 
children like our Toggenburg goats, for we 
have two fine milkers and two promising 
young kids. Uppermost in our interest, 
however, are our chickens, for somehow, 
everything centers upon these big fine birds 
in their clean pens under the fruit trees. 

“It is constantly borne in upon me that 
there is a great demand for good breeding 
stock, hatching eggs and baby chicks and 
that the person who has any, orf all, of 
these desirable assets, need never complain 
of dull times, poor crops, or unprofitable 
returns, I have found this to be true with 
respect to the Rhode Island Reds and the 
Dark Cornish. 

“All the while [ meet people who marvel 
at the heavy, meaty qualities of the Cor- 
nish. I think they are the finest table 
fowl in existence. Their great weight is an 
unsuspected attribute, for although their 
plumage is strikingly beautiful in true 
game bird fashion, they are not burdened 
by an unwarranted mass of feathefs nor 
an abnormally large bone structure. Their 
sturdy, well set-up bodies are spread in 
such. a manner that it natarally follows 
that meat in great quantity must result. 

“The breast of the Cornish is rounded 
like that of a duck, and that makes it in- 
creasingly popular with those who desire 
all that can be had in the way of good 
eating, for six substantial servings can be 
taken from the breast of one of these birds. 
The extremely ‘broad back also offers much 
for further feasting, as the back is well 


padded with a thick layer of ftendér, juicy. 


flesh in contrast to the “slim pickings” 
available on the sharp breasted, strictly 
one-purpose varieties. 

“I have observed that, as a general rule, 
the Cornish will weigh about two pounds 
more at maturity than the Rhode Island 
Reds, and my strain of ‘Reds’ are the very 
best, for I stay close to my neighbor’s 
standard of culling and breeding and feel 
that I have cause to be proud of my fine 
stock. | would not part with either the 
‘Reds’ or the Cornish, for I want both 
kinds, and I am getting results pte Ape ome

STANDS HIGH IN TEST 

SAN JACINTO.—The report of the 
Riverside County Cow-Testing Association 
for August shows that the herd of Howard 
C. Warren of this place stood fourth ia 
best average of butter fat production for 
the month. Mr. Warren’s dairy herd is one 
of the largest in the county, 100 cows 
being on test. The average milk produc 
tion of the herd for August was 842 — 
and the average butter fat production, 38, 
pounds.

It became obvious, how- 
ever, that a fair representing the richest 
agricultural county in the United States 
should not be a small or mediocre fixture 
and arrangements were made to provide 
sufficient grounds and buildings for a 
good start and for constant expansion. The 
result was the purchase “by the city of 
Pomona of the land adjoining its famous 
Ganesha Park. The tract was made a part 
of the Pomona park system and put in 
charge of the city’s park department. The 
‘site is ideal for fair purposes.

EB discovery of a new poet is always 

a joy to the cultivated world. It is 
thérefore with the greatest pleasure 
that we are able to announce that we 
ourselves, acting quite independently and 
without aid from any of the English reviews 
of the day, have discovered one. In the 
person of Mr. Ram Spudd, of whose work 
we give specimens below, we feel that we 
reveal to our readers a genius of the first 
order, Unlike one of the most recently dis 
covered English poets who is Bengalee, and 
another who is a full-blooded Yak, Mr. 
Spudd is, we believe, a Navajo Indian. We 


believe this from the character of his verse. | 


Mr. Spudd himself we have not seen. But 
when he forwarded his poems to our office 
and offered with characteristic modesty to 
sell us his entire works for 75 cents, we 
felt in closing with his offer that we were 
dealing not only with a poet, but with one 
of nature’s gentlemen. 

Mr. Spudd, we understand, has had no 
education. Other newly discovered poets 


have had, apparently, some. Mr. Spudd 


bas had, evidently, none. We lay stress on 


this point. Without it we claim it is impos- 


sible to understand his work. — 


What we particularly like about ‘Ram 
Spudd, and we do not say this because we 
discovered him but because we believe it 
and must say it, is that he belongs not to 
one school but to all of them. As a nature 
poet we doubt very much if he has his 
equal; as a psychologist, we are sure he has 
not. Asa clear lucid thinker he is undoubt- 
edly in the first rank; while as a mystic he 
is a long way in front of it. The specimens 
of Mr. Spudd’s verse which we append here- 
with were selected, we are happy to assure 


our readers, purely at random from his} 


work. We first blindfolded ourselves and 
then, standing with our feet in warm water 
and having one hand tied behind our back, 
we groped among the papers on our desk 
before us and selected for our purpose what- 
ever specimens first came to hand. 

As we have said, or did we say it, it is 
perhaps_as a nature poet that Ram Spudd 
excels. Others of our modern school have 
carried the observation of natural objects to 
a high degree of very nice precision, but 
with Mr. Spudd the observation of nature 
becomes an almost scientific process. Noth- 
ing escapes him. The green of the grass 
he detects as in an instant. The sky is no 
sooner blue than he remarks it with unerr- 
ing certainty.

| SHAW CHIDES THE “SLOVENLY” ARTICULATORS: 


| SHOULD BE AS ATHLETIC IN SPEECH AS IN TENNIS 


DORGE BERNARD SHAW has a new 

crow to pick with society at large. He 
cannot understand why young people who 
are proud of their vigor in lawn tennis and 
other violent sports are so unathietic in 
their articulation of the English language 
as to deserve the epithet of “slovenly.” Mr. 
Shaw’s pronouncement was made at a re- 
cent conference at Bedford College for 
Women, London. 

The playwright told of a parrot. To visi- 
tors in the house where the parrot lived 
the bird seemed only to make noises, but 
to the family it seemed to say “Pretty Pol- 
ly,” “How are you?” and “Good day.” Orig- 
inally the parrot had indeed spoken those 
words distinctly, but its speech had now 


deteriorated. The speech of human be-_ 


ings deteriorates in the same way, accord- 
ing to Mr, Shaw. 


He cited the conversations among por- 


* ters and merchants in Covent Garden as a 


case in point. People knew what the por- 
ter meant to say, and therefore understood 
him. But a foreigner who had learned En- 
glish carefully, and consequently spoke it 
better than a native of the British Isles 
would fail to understand the slipshod Covent 
Garden lingo, because it was what was left 
of pure English after a dreadful process of 
decay. Mr. Shaw wished, not very hope 
fully, that people would speak so as to be 
intelligible to foreigners. 


“The distinctness of spoken language was 
of special concern to him as a playwright, 
he said; yet there also were times outside 
of the theater when he wished that people 
would work a little harder to make their 
words comprehensible. continued: 

“Somebody asks me to a gathering. 1 
do not often accept such invitations, 


but when I do I always find a number of 
people eager to meet the celebrated Ber- 
nard Shaw, the distinguished writer. Some 
come up boldly and pretend we have met 
before and been friends for years, where- 
as I know I never saw them before. Even- 
tually my hostess says, ‘Oh Mr. Shaw, may 
I have the pleasure of introducing to you— 
mumble, mumble, mumble?” I sometimes 
feel like saying to my hostess, ‘If you had 
only been articulate when you came to the 
name of Miss Smith or the Countess of So 
and-So you would have been of some use to 
me, for I could assume the rest.’ That is 
one of the things children should be taught 
in schools as part of good behavior—to look 
out for key words. 


“Then again, a hostess who has asked me 
to luncheon has heard that I am a vegeta- 
rian. She will probably provide that unpleas- 
ant vegetable called asparagus. When she 
finds I will not eat it and do not like it 
she will say, ‘Oh, Mr. Shaw, you are a pes- 
simist.’ That is an example of the way peo- 
ple hear a word and use it for a hundred 
different purposes. Words should have a 
special meanfmg in your mind. Take ‘pre 
posterous’—I never use it unless character- 
izing such a blunder as putting the cart be- 
fore the horse. But the word is applied to 
all sorts of people, animals and weather. 

“When I was young—which is a long 
time ago, for I am really a seventeenth cen- 
tury Irishman—you used to hear of ‘Hymns 
Ancient and Modern.’ Modern was then pro- 
nounced almost as a trisyllable, but is now 
a dissyliable, and in a short time every one 


will be making it“modn.’ You are getting a/ 


shorter word, though you may spoil some 
good poetry of the past. But you have to be 
careful, because that is slovenliness, 


“You ought to cultivate a certain ath- 
leticism im your speech, just as you 
do in tennis or sher games. There is 
athleticism in articulation, and I do not 
know why it is that so many young people 
who are quite properly proud of athleticism 
in lawn tennis and other sports should yet 
be  intolerably. slovenly when _—itthey 
come to speech. I think they ought to be 
made a little ashamed of it and be taught 
to understand that the most intelligent and 
cultured people are rather particular about 
their articulation. I am, for example, but, 
generally speaking, in public one has to be.” 

It is not true, according to Mr. Shaw, that. 
a fallacy clearly enunciated in public is 
easily upset. He proceeded to reiterate a 
sentence declaring that “black is white.” 
His audience would, he insisted, in time 
believe it. If they did not agree with him, 
they had only to think of the number of 
times they had believed it when it was set 
forth by prominent statesmen. The maker 
of ironical phrases told how he instructed 
the late Lewis Calvert, in “John Bull’s Other 
Island,” to hurl the unnecessary words 
across the footlights as important and 
mumble the rest. “That,” he said, “is the 
secret of political oratory in England.” 

“Do not make the mistake,” Mr. Shaw 
concluded, “of getting a correct language. 
There is no such thing. There is a genu- 
ine demand for something else. People 
know very well that certain sorts of speech 
cut off a person from ever earning more 
than three or four pounds a week, and 
consequently they say: ‘Will you teach me 
an English that will pass if I am King, Lord 
Chief Justice or Prime Minister!’ One so- 
lution would be to get a really good actor, 
or take a really great one like Sir William 
Forbes Robertson, whose English is perfect, 
and make him the model.”

_Virgin’s gown, I saw two bells hanging on 
uprights beside a small, forlorn, unpainted 
wooden chapel. 


I had located some of the bells of which 
Angelo had told me! 


Only a moment passed before we wére 
near those bells; but rarely has time 
seemed so long. From the tonneau I faced, 
standing, a three-eyeletted -bell on which 
were large, block-raised, irregularly spaced 
letters: 

N. 8S. De Loreto (Uuestra Senora de Lo- 
reto) 1723. 

The other bell, crowned top, bore a cross 
of double squares: 

San Pedro, 1767. 

Somehow, I was standing on the ground, 
trembling. Bells such as these—in the 
open, unguarded! Bells so certainly two 
of the seven requisitioned by the first Padre 
Presidente of the Alta California Missions— 
one from Loreto, “Mother of Missions;” the 
other antediuting his arrival at San Diego 
by two years! ‘These priceless, historical, 
campanological treasures—in this isolated 
mountain-rimmed valley! 1 thrilled with 
joy—with fear: joy at sight of the bells; 
fear that some vandal would steal them as

Our Lady of Loreto. Instantly the entire 
universe, it seemed, was filled with the 
sweetest of soundse—I afterward learned 
that the bell was accurately attuned to D- 
natural. The loping rider pulled up his 
pony; pulled off his hat; bowed his head— 
and disappeared over the ridge. But when 
I tried the bell named for St. Peter there 
was no response. Some stray rifle shot had 


~ punctured it, hopelessly. 


Several years ago the Mesa Grande In- 
dians were approached in the matter of 
sending their bells to an exposition. Twenty 


dollars was offered—for that time a large 


sum, to the Indians. 

But old Manuel, who was born at the

“What shall we do,” he asked, “if some of 
us should die while the bells are away! 
They have always rung for mass, for 
fiestas; tolled for our funerals, and their 
sound reaches far into the hills. Besides, 
no one in the big city would know how to 
cross the bells’ ropes as the old padres 
taught us when we rang the alba or the 
angelus.”

It is in 
strong contrast with China which is a huge 
aggregation of families without any real 
sense of nationality. If the Chinese had one- 
tenth of the national spirit of the Filipinos 
they would conquer the world within fifty 
years. The Filipinos are truly remarkable 
people. They are serious-minded, and life to 
them is no joke. They are idealists and 
hero-worshipers. They want something to 
bow down to, to be a part of, to build up.

Peyri’s administration, when, frequently 
making his beloved Pala his headquarters, 
he founded four ranchos and chapels within 
a radius of ten leagues from the bells of 
Ban Luis Rey. Of these other stations, I 
neither found trace, nor of their bells, 
Griginat or brought to them in later years. 
Neither did I find a bell at San Pasqual, al- 
though Helen Hunt Jackson saw one of 1790 
when she was getting data for “Ramona.” 
Perhaps others have been stolen—who can 
tell? 

So far, after several exploring visitations 

to the “back country,” I had actually found 
but two bells—those of Santa Isabel. But 
those two were of such worth that one of 
them, at least, Our Lady of Loreto, was 
never equaled along the whole chain of mis- 
sions and asistencias. San Antonio de Pala, 
with its unique campanile (said to resemble 
that of Juarez, althour’ it is doubtful 
whether Padre Martin or his confrere, Padre 
Peyri, ever saw that Mexican detached 
tower) had so often been described that 
I knew bells were*there. But—what kind? 
As I climbed the unevenly-spaced adobe 
steps, as high as the base of the lower bell, 
I learned that the bells were cast in 1816 
expressly for Pala, and have never hung 
elsewhere. Doubtless Padre Peyri sug- 
gested the long inscriptions, and it is pos 
sible that the neophytes contributed to their 
purchase, although the more reasonable 
thought would be that they were given by 
some devout friend of the padres, or zealous 
advocate of the missionary cause. 
. Both bells have crown tops, and the 
larger weighs a possible 500 pounds. Their 
crosses are the same, elaborate, as mission- 
bell crosses go, and are flanked by Cervan- 
tes Nos Fecit (Cervantes Made Us.) Be. 
neath the crosses are the letters J R (Jesus, 
Redeemer.) 


The joy of finding bells cast for the place 
where they now hang was augmented by 
seeing their long and elaborate inscriptions. 
So very many of the English and continen- 
tal bells have historical data cast In them 
that it had been a source of wonderment to 
find practically none on the mission bells. 
But. gradually, I realized that most of the 
bells were cast by men handicapped not 
only by poor metal but by lack of ordinary 
education in every branch. 

Cervantes, however, knew his Latin (or 
the padre ordering them did!) But the let- 
ters are so large he had to abbreviate, thus: 

ANo DE 1816 Stus Ds Stus Stis Stus IM- 
MORTIlis MiseRERE NOBIS (In the year 
of our Lord, 1816. Holy Lord, Holy Power 
ful One. Have Mercy on Us.) 

Another inscription on the same bell is: 

Ste EULALIA S tra LVZ NPS. 
FRANCISCO DE ASIS Sn LUIS REY Sta 
CLARA (Saint Eulalia, Our Light, Our Pa- 
tron, Saint Francis of Assisi, Saint Luis 
Rey, Santa Clara.) = 
Bells Fall During Rein 

OTH these bells once fell with the cam- 
panile in a torrential rain; but, forte 
nately, the bells pitched into abundant mud, 
and neither was even cracked. When the 
graceful tower again was built the bells 
were hung on the same worm-eaten, mas 
sive beams hewed out in the year of the 
founding of the asistencia—1816. And as 
the beams had withstood the fall, the bells 
are still held tight by the same white-haired 
rawhide thongs that Indians of more than 4 
century ago cut with steady hand into suit-

tion is regarded as specific. Clinically, as 
anyone can prove for himself, it is present 
in typhoid fever, diphtheria, syphilis, pneu- 
monia and measies. Again, Arloing, whose 
experiments extended from 1882 up to his 
death a few weeks ago, demonstrated that a 
healthy guinea pig will not react to tubercu- 
lin, but that a guinea pig inoculated with 
the toxins of typhoid bacillus will give a 
typical reaction. We also know that 70 per 
cent of the men in a German cavalry regi- 
ment reacted to tuberculin. It is exactly be 
cause it is unjustifiable and strongly to be 
deprecated that cases in Class 1 should be 
described to the general public as cases of 
consumption. At these institutions all the 
above cases would give a reaction, receive 
a course of treatment, and no doubt add to 
the list of cures.’ 

“Dr. George Wilson, in his Reservation 
Memorandum to the Report of the Royal 
Commission on Vivisection, wrote: 

“Tf these so-called tuberculin dispensaries 
are permitted to gain wider recognition as 
useful institutions for the diagnosis and 
treatment of the disease its ultimate re 
sults will not only be disappointing, but 
may in some cases preve serious.’

“‘] have dwelt rather long upon the sub- 
ject of tuberculin because it was fathered 
by a great name, and because I feel it Im- 
portant that reliance on this drug should 
be set aside in order that full attention may 
be given to the methods of treating con- 
sumptives which have been proved to give 
substantial results. The history of all re- 
puted remedies for consumption resembles 
that of tuberculin, and we are forced to the 
conclusion that no specific against the dis- 
ease has yet been discovered, and that in 
the treatment of consumptives we must rely 
upon hygienic measures, supplemented by 
such medical assistance as each particular 
case may require.’ 

“Dr. Robert Koch, the original inventor 
of tuberculin, himself showed ‘the better 
way’ ig the following sentence:

They did not want to go 
even if there was a chapel and two bells 
instead of one at their own asistencia. 

But I believe that the following, a part 
of the pitiful shameful truth, has never be 
fore been in print. 

A score or more of the Indians, desperate 
sullen, and led by Manuela, the oldes 
woman of the tribe, headed one night across 
the wide valley to the towering Volcan, 

“Ye shall die!” Manuela shrilled, as the 
started. Her white hair straggled; he 
clawlike hands trembled. “Ye who have 
defiled the House of God shall die—sudden 
ye shall die!” 

And they were gone. 


The next morning, and before riders were 
sent out for the recalcitrant Indians, it was 
discovered that the old bell which had hung 
for years before the chapel of adobe, was 
not in its accustomed place. 


These thirty or more Palatinguas never 
were persuaded to move to Pala. They pre- 


ferred to starve on the Volcan. _ It {sg easy 


to verify the fulfilment of Manuela’s curse; 
easy to learn of sudden deaths; easy to see 
a new chapel, guaranteeing, so far as the 
present owners of the greatest possession 
which the Southern California Indians ever 
had ,the Agua Caliente Springs, can guaran- 
tee, long life to themselves. 

Manuela passed, long ago, to what one 
sincerely hopes is to her a happy land. But, 
although there are many Indians and breeds 
at or near the trading-post of Warner's, (as 
Agua Caliente is now called,) every one of 
them is amazingly ignorant—so they say.

All educators know that if we secure 
dominance of the child, we have control of 
the nation. The child is the foundation of 
the country and in whatever way he is 
trained, in health, in spiritual development,

But we must now get to another realm. 
Will physical examination in thé public 
schools prevent much of the [Illness and 
disease rampant at present? | 

This I stoutly deny, and for many logical 
reasons, 

Foremost of them is the result of past 
experience, I wonder how many of my 
readers are genuinely familiar with the 
technique and kind of physical examinations 
performed by our public-school doctors and 


| nurses? I wonder how many have ever been 


in hea 0% examination room or even 
the srooms where these examinations 
are given? 

I have been both teacher and observer 
and have seen many such examinations. If 
you would ask me their net result, I would 
say that they were disastrous, ‘primarily, 
because as the result of them, more than 
60 per cent of our children have had their 
tonsils and adenoids removed; an immense 
number have been inoculated with filthy 
disease-producing serum and foul germ cul- 
tures. Far too many have been needless- 
ly and uselessly subjected to the vicious 
effects of the surgeon’s knife, and, oh, so 
many have been thoroughly drugged and 
weakened by the constant recommendation 
of strong, irritant cathartics! 

Why is this so? 


If you were to come with me to the typical 
school scene when the children are ex- 
amined, you would see perhaps thirty or 
forty children lined up—waiting for the doc- 
tor to “look them over.” I have seen doc. 
tors finish a classroom of thirty children 
in exactly fifteen minutes. 

He looks into the eyes and mouth, 
casually glances at the child, calls out a 
notation to his nurse clerk, and the child | 
passes on, receiving a note that the tonsils: 
must come out or dental attention be given. 

Think of this! The average duration of 
time that is given to one child is approxi- 
mately thirty seconds. 


Of course, there are more conscientious) 


doctors. But when one considers the num- 
ber of doctors, the number of children, and 
the salary paid to the doctor—how, in the 
name of the seven hills of Rome, can one 
reasonably, intelligently, expect a fair, 
adequate, sensible examination, no mat- 
ter how conscientious the doctor may be? 

In the State from which I come the doctor 
receives the huge, tremendous sum of 
25 cents for each child he examines! 

The average doctor is a family man, 
supporting an office, a car, as well as carry- 
ing tremencous overhead expense. How, 
I ask you, in the name of reason, can he 
make a living and give real service for 
25 cents? Logically, even though he were 
conscientious, he could not afford to give 
more than a couple of minutes to any child. 

Here the fault ities with our pauperized 
governments who pay for services far less 
than a man can earn in private practice. 

There is hardly a school physician in any 
community who can make a living from the 
meager sum paid to him, and if any of you 
expect him to give unlimited service when 
the purse strings are held so tightly—vwell, 
it cannot be done. 

I pride myself upon being a fair techni- 
clan. I know many doctors who are 


jsplendid technicians, It would be the height 


of absurdity for me or for them to go 
through a complete physical examination in 
less than one hour’s time. Im fact, I do 
not see how it can be done. So you may 
imagine from this the reliability, the ac 
curacy and the value of the physical ex- 
amination done under regulation school 
conditions.

do a bit of arithmetic. Ascertain how many 


school doctors we have. Get the school 


census. Then divide the school census by 
the number of doctors and you will see 


prob-| how it is humanly impossible to give ade- 


quate, intelligent inspection or examina- 
tion service to this great group of children. 

But this of itself is not the only crying 
evil of present-day school examinations. In 


far too many cases the poor children have a

Have a great deal of gas in the 
intestines. Have been for two months on a 
strict diet, no starches or sweets, no dairy 
or poultry products, no meats or fish. Just 
fresh fruits and vegetables, which has not 
as yet relieved me of the pain in my left 
bowel

not weakening? Does it not tend to lessen 
the peristaltic movement of the bowels? |

To say that there is no danger in blister- 
ing her body is 100 per cent wrong. People 
have died from sunburn and sometimes the 
shock to their nervous system as the result 
of the injury wrought is irreparable.

Care of the Bab 
C OLIC is one of the ptoblems that almost 
every mother has to face at some time 
or other. 

Colic is nothing else but intestinal gases 
which irritate baby’s digestive tube and 
which he finds difficult to expel. : 

I have in previous issues dealt with some 
of the dietetic aspects of overcoming colic. 
There are other phases to this question be- 
side the dietetic, however. 

The same thing should be true of baby’s 
sleeping habits. The preparation of baby's 
bed is something that is frequently misun- 
derstood. Well-meaning mothers desire to 
make baby as comfortable as possible and 
interpret their own likes and dislikes as be- 
ing simflaF to baby’s likes afid dislikes. 
They buy beautiful white cribs, fine fluffy 
pillows, soft silken mattresses, etc. 

This entire procedure is a mistake. There 


are definite well established rules of com- 


mon sense in the preparation of baby’s bed. 

Do not buy a white crib. If you already 
have one with a glaring white or cream 
color, have it repainted dark brown, dark 
blue or dark green. Babies stare for hours 
sometimes and white hurts the eyes. 

Do not buy a soft mattress, Baby's 
mattress should be hard and firm, much 
harder than your yourself would use. By 
no means have a pillow for him, 

The proper preparation of his bed should 
be as follows in the order named: Mattress, 
rubber sheet, cotton pad, then a soft un- 
starched cotton sheet on which baby should 
sleep. So much for his bed; next comes the 
preparation of baby for bed. 

There dre a few “don'ts” which you should 
follow here also: 

See that baby is dry completely. It is al- 
most criminal negligence to put him to bed 


| 
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with hie shirt or napkin wet 
Do not use abdom bands after the fret 
six weeks. Amd baby’s clothes 


would you like to sleep completely encircled. i 


by blankets with great lumbs underneath 
you as you turned or rolled? What is un- 
comfortable for you is uncomfortable for 
him. 


- Do not put shoes or stockings on him dur- 
ing his sleeping hours. Baby should be 
dressed for sleep as follows: Next to the 
skin, a napkin and cotton shirt, over this a 
cotton or flannel nightgown. And that is 
all. His head should not be covered either. 
Use suffici light, warm coyering to keep 
him warm [tet no more than just enough. 
It is much more economical to buy one thor- 
oughly good blanket than half a dozen 
cheaper ones. 

Place baby’s crib next to the window. If 
there is very much wind, merely surround 


baby’s bed with a few blankets. But by 


no means shut off the fresh air. 
Finally, baby should always sleep with 
abdomen down. 

Observe an animal in its sleeping habits. 
You will always note that its abdomen is 
protected, You will never see a dog sleep 
ing with its feet in the air, nor a horse, nor 
a cow. The soft abdomen, containing the 
vital organs, is generally protected by being 
adjacent to the ground. 

Recently at a confinement where I. de- 
livered the baby, I placed the new-born 
child, abdomen downward, on his crib. The 
startled mother looked at me for a moment 
as if she thought I were crazy—“Doctor! 
Baby will smother! He won't be able to 
breathe!” I smilingly reassured her and 
told her to watch. 

The ten-minute-old baby wiggled a bit and 
turned his head on one side and went peace 
fully to sleep. 

Abdominal sleeping will save an immense 
amount of gaseous colic. It builds strong 
muscles, keeps the abdomen warm, and as- 
sists in the discharge of gases.

FOUNTAIN OF THE DESERT 

The cactus plant is the foun- 
tain of the desert: When a trav- 
eler’s water supply has become 
exhausted he can obtain water by 
supporting a cactus trunk on 
stones, building a fire at either 
end, and making a hole in the 
middie, The effect of the heat is 
to draw the water out of the 
hole. 

Another way to procure water 
is to cut off the top of a barrel 
cactus, pound up the pulp and 
squeeze it.

PLANTS ARE SHRUBS 


Cactus panto are easily iden« 
tified as shrubs, with juicy stems 
bearing small  seale-like leaves 
and bunches of sharp spines, They 
very in size from plants about 
three or four inches in height to 
trees sixty feet tall.

TSE CACTUS AS MEDICINE 

The “mescal button,” or “pay- 
ote” cactus, is a strong stimulant, 
and can temporarily quiet all hun- 
ger, thirst, or fatigue pangs, The 
Mexican. Indians use this cactus 
for medicinal and religious pur- 
poses, 

The Indians use the juice of a 
certain species for healing cracks 
in their feet and for other medi- 
cinal purposes when on long jour- 
neys. 

The cactus flowers are usually 
large and vary in color from white, 
yellow or orange to rose red, deep, 
red or purple. The fruit is last- 
ing, and in many cases, is charm 
ingly colored.
